Commissioners’ Report 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the commissioners of Coos County 
herewith present the annual report of the County Com- 
missioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of the County 
Farm, Jail and House of Correction, and other County 
officers. 


Foreword 


Another year of business depression has greatly in- 
creased the demand for charity throughout the country 
- and your Commissioners have been up against a real 
proposition in handling the situation with justice to all. 


We have done our best, and although the outlook 
is not good for the first half of 1923, we anticipate, for 
the whole year, a marked improvement in this line. 


Much constructive work has been accomplished at 
the County Farm this year in all lines. 

We anticipate no further trouble with our water 
supply at the institution; the artesian well that we have 
drilled this fall has proved a great success. 

We were obliged to drill to a depth of 462 feet, and 
at that point we struck veins of water that produced fifty 
gallons a minute or 72,000 each 24-hour day which will 
be much more than will be required for all of the uses at 
the Farm, Jail, and House of Correction for all time. 

The increased expences in all departments of our 
County work during the year of 1921 made it necessary 
for us to call a special meeting of the County Convention 


i) 
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March 38rd of this year to consider our financial situation. 
They not only approved of our expenditure in 1921, but 
gave us a special appropriation for this year which has 
proved satisfactory in most all cases. We estimated all 
right except in the cost of drilling the artesian well and 
in the support of the poor, and we did as well as anyone 
could in these, because it was only a guess, and we did 
not guess high enough. 


Our farm is in a good state of cultivation and has 
been ably managed by our superintendent, A. J. Young. 
We have a fine herd of full blooded and grade Holstein 
cattle, as will be seen by our inventory. Our Court 
Houses have received considerable attention and are in 
a good state of repair with the exception of the Berlin 
Court House, which is still in need of considerable work 
on the interior and a little on the outside of the building. 


We thank all those throughout the County who have, 
in any way, assisted in making the past year a successful 
one in county affairs.
